Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/31/06 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 

Applicants argue that it would have not been obvious to one with ordinary skill in the art to modify the invention as disclosed in 
figure 10C, i.e. to change the connection of the electrodes as explained in the final office action. In response to applicant's argument that 
AAPA fails to disclose rearranging the connection of the electrodes, the Examiner would like to point out that the rationale to modify or 
combine the prior art does not have to be expressly stated in the prior art; the rationale may be expressly or impliedly contained in the 
prior art or it may be reasoned from knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art, established scientific principles, or 
legal precedent established by prior case law. In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988); In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 
USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). 

Applicants have now amended claims 1 and 7 to incorporate the limitation of claim 2. It is the Examiner's position that this is an 
obvious modification of the Prior Art since, connecting two of the electrodes located in one of the shortest sides involves only routine in the 
art and some advantages would be for example, (a) reducing the cost of the product by using less quantity of wire, (b) reduce the cost of 
the product by making easier connections and thereby reducing the steps needed to complete the final product, or (c) simply for aesthetic 
matters. Also, the Examiner would like to remind the Applicants that the test for obviousness is not whether the claimed invention is 
expressly suggested in any one or all of the references. Rather, the test is what the combined teachings of the references would have 
suggested to those of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Keller, 642 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981). In this case, the 103 rejection 
presented in the final office action is explaining that the Courts have stated that it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to change the connection of the electrodes, since it has been held that rearranging parts of a prior 
art structure involves only routing skill in the art. Also, the device as claimed would not perform differently than device disclosed in the 
prior art. It is the Examiner's position that the claimed device is not patentably distinct from the prior art's device. 

In response to applicants' argument that their invention has the advantage of reducing the size without parasitic capacitance due 
to extra wiring, the fact that applicant has recognized another advantage which would flow naturally from following the suggestion of the 
prior art cannot be the basis for patentability when the differences would otherwise be obvious. See Ex parte Obiaya, 227 USPQ 58, 60 
(Bd. Pat. App.& Inter. 1985). 
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
